Repeated and Bloody Collisions 
with the Military. 


Desperate Attempts to Rescue Prisoners— 
Firing on a Ferry Boat—A Number 
Killed on Both Sides. =~ 


Associated Press Afternoon Dispatches.] 
Lexineton, Ky., Nov. 1.—The troops 
guarding Neal and Croft, while on 
the way to the steamer Granite State, 
were attacked by a mob. The soldiers 
fired, and several were killed and 
wounded of the attacking party. The 
prisoners and soldiers got safely on 
board, when the mob seized a train and 
headed off the boat at Ashland, Ky., 
where another attack was made. - 'The 
troops returned the fire, and again a 
number of the mob were killed and 


wounded. So far as known but three 
of the troops were wounded, and they 
but slightly. Private’ dispatches re- 
ceived in this city place the number of 
killed at five and wounded at thirty. 
The steamer Granite State has passed 
Portsmouth, and, unless a fog prevails, 
will reach Maysville to night, where the 
prisoners will be transferred to the rail- 
road, to be taken to Lexington. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
ASHLAND, Ky., Nov. 1.—This noon 
twenty-five men and boys, partly intoxi- 


‘| cated, seized an engine and car and 


went to Cattlettsburg in the hope of get- 
ting the prisoners from the military. 
When they reached there they made no 
effort to capture the prisoners, who were: 
placed on board~the steamer Granite 
State. The crowd hastened back to 
Ashland, and about twenty of them went 
to the ferry-boat, and by the use of pis- 
tols, compelled the captain to put out to 
intercept the steamer. The affair would 
have been a farce but for the reckless dis- 
charge of a little revolverin the hands of 
one of the boys on the ferry-boat, which

volted and surrendered their arms to 
Col. Garcia, commander of the Federal 
troops here.

The populace 
appeared indignant with him, and 
he was greeted with shouts of 
‘*Death to the Governor!’’ ‘Down 
with the tyrant!’’ Public indignation 
appeared the same on the followiug 
days. He asked from the Legislature a 
leave of absence of three months, which 
was granted. On the evening of the 
29th he was attacked by the populace in 
his house, they endeavoring to break in. 

Gen. Reyes was compelled to send feder- 
al troops to quell the mob and save his 
lie. ‘The city authorities are perfectly 
powerless to protect him. He promised 
to leave the State immediately, 
and the next day he left on a 
special train with a guard given by 
General Reyes to protect him from in- 
sults and attempts at assassination.

Interesting Details about the Great Mine of 
the Empire District, and Other : 
Mines Adjacent. 


The twenty-stamp \mill referred to in 
a former sketch will have fourteen pans 
and seven settlers. It isso constructed 
that either the continuous or old-style 
settler tanks can be used. For solidity 
ant form of construction, this mill is 
said, by those who understand the busi- 
ness, to be superior to. any mill on this 
coast It will be driven by a 400-horse 
power engine; the boilers, four in num- 


ameter, with four immense steam drums; 
the fly-wheel is of 12 tons weight, with 
a 38-inch face and cams; the main driv- 
ing belt 36 inchee in width.

To the Editor: 

The strictures made upon the street 
railway from the railroad station to

Frederick NacCrellish. 
From the Alta California, Nov. 1.] 

Frederick MacCrellish, the senior 
proprietor of the Alta California, has 
passed to the Silent Land. He died 
last evening, at his residence in this 
city. Well-known and highly es- 
teemed in this community, with whosé 
welfare and interests his labors were 
always identified, his death will be ss 
deeply regretted by the public as it is la- 
mented by his relatives and more imme- 
diate friends, whose ‘‘grief doth most 
lament,” and the attachés of the news- 
paper, which for so many years he 
conducted with great ability and 
success. 


The late Frederick MacCrellish was 
born in Philadelphia on the 2d of Oc- 
tober, 1828. He received a Itveral ed- 
ucation and graduated from'the high 
school of his native city. Flushed 
with the idea of making his own way 
in the world, the glowing reports re- 
ceived from California induced him to 
start for the new El Dorado, aud early 
in 1852 he landed in San Francisco. 
He immediately started for the mines, 
from which, after staying for a short 
time, he returned to this city and soon 
became attached to the press. He served 
his apprenticeship in journalism on 
the old Herald, subscquently 
founded the Ledyer. Having achieved 
a prominent) position, he returned to 
Philadelphia in January,-1854, where 
he married. He once more started for 
California, and on his arrival was im- 
mediately offered the position of com- 
mercial editor on the Alta California, 
which he retained until 1866, when he 
became the proprietor of this journal. | 
In 1864 and in 1875 he visited the 
Eastern States. Mr. MacCrellish was 
identified with the California State 
Telegraph Company, and the early in- 
ception of a line of overland tele- 
graph. The interests of both enterpri- 
ses he used his best efforts to sustain 
and perpetuate. He was a member of 
Mount Moriah Lodge No. 44 of Free 
and Accepted Masons, and of Poca- 
hontas Tribe No. 11 of Red Men. Mr. 
MacCrellish led a most active life and 
was more or less interested in every 
enterprise during the last twenty-nine 
years that accrued to the benefft of his 
adopted city and State. 

His illness, consumption of the 
lungs, was of overjtwo years’ duration. 
Within the past three months he had 
been confined to his home. He 
leaves a loving wife, as well as the 
entire community, to mourn his loss.
